tists, ‘had  the  task  of  lift¬ 
ing  American  drama  to  a 
level  of  art  by  starting  a 
trend  to  native,  tragic 
dramas.  He  was  the  light 
that  fostered  the  coming  of 
the  adult  theater  in  which 
many  of  our  modern  play¬ 
wrights  have  functioned. 

Although  O’Neill  had  al¬ 
ready  gained  a  world-wide 
rep  ition,  it  is  in  one  of 
his  last  plays  that  he  em¬ 
bodied  the  sadness  of  his 
own  life  in  order  .  to  give 
the  key  to  his  tragic  view¬ 
point  of  life  and^art.  This 
play  is  Long  Day’s 
Journey  Into  Night.  O’Neill 
spent  years  analyzing  and 
probing  the  members  of  his 
family  and  in  drawing  thinly 
disguised  and  symbolic  or- 
traits  of  them,  he  exposes 
the  wounds  of  his  child¬ 
hood:  the  feeling  of  re¬ 
jection  by  his  miserly 
father,  the  vagueness  of  his 
mother’s  love,  and  the 
realization  of  his  brother's 
harmful  influence.  It  was 
these  forces  that  shaped  the 
mature  O’Neill’s  genius, 
O'Neill  was  an  interpreter 
of  tragedy  as  the  Greeks 
knew  it,  and  it  was  their 
examples  he  employed  in 
his  own  plays.  The  action 
of  the  play  revolves  around 
a  day’s  movement  Into  night 
—beginning  in  the  early 
morning,  and  as  each  act 
proceeds'  the  time  of  the 
play,  goes  on  through  the 
day  until  the  final  act  is

set  at  midnight.  The  in¬ 
ward  movement  is  always 
backward  into  time.  The 
mother  who  is  addicted  to 
narcotics  retreats  bit  by  bit 
into  her  youth  in  order  to 
kill  the  pain  of  the  pre¬ 
sent;  consequently  the  past 
succeeds  in  obliterating  the 
future.  The  father  relives 
the  days  of  his  youth  as  a 
famous  actor,  and  the  sons 
remember  bitterly  their 
own  haphazard  and  tragic 
youth.  At  one  time  in  the 
play,  James,  the  shiftless 
older  brother  recites  a 
verse  from  Rossetti, 
“Look  in  my  face.  My 
name  is  Might-Have-Been; 

I  am  also  called  No  More, 
Too  Late,  Farewell.”  The 
characters  became  victims 
of  the  past — from  which 
there  is  no  escape. 

The  plot  is  essentially 
non-existant— hinging  on 

on  a  trip  to  the  doctor  to 
find  if  Edmund,  the  younger 
son,  has  tuberculosis 

To  that  face  the 
day  journeys.  It  is  also 
the  tale  of  a  hopeless  marr¬ 
iage  and  the  quality  of  pain 
that  exists  in  it.  Mary,  the 
mother,  dwells  on  the  fact 
that  she  had  married 
..beneath  her,  out  of  helpless 
passion.  Long  since,  her 
frustration  and  depression 
have  driven  her  to 
narcotics  and  self-pitying 
talk.  James,  her  hus¬ 
band,  in  trying  to  salvage 
some  of  his  lost  life  has 
had  to  resign  himself  to 
caring  for  his  child-like 
wife. 

But  the  play,  even  though 
It  Is  sometimes  repetitious, 
trancends  biography.

Pickled  Onions !  Peanut 
butter  ice  cream?  Pecan 
butter?  Peach  drink? 
These  are  a  few  of  the  new 
products  which  the  Chem¬ 
istry  Club  saw  at  Griffin 
Experimental  Station  when 
they  went  there  on  January 

16.  The  purpose  of  the 
station  is  to  find  new  ways 
of  using  Georgia  agricult¬ 
ural  products  and  to  im¬ 
prove  the  quality  of  the  pro¬ 
ducts. 

The  club  was  shown  the  lab 
where  peanut  experiments 
are  carried  on.  One  of  the 

projects  the  researchers 
there  are  working  on  is  the 
best  way  to  store  peanuts. 

Is  it  ail  right  to  dry  the 
fresh  peanuts  quickly  in  an 
oven  and  then  store  them, 
or  should  they  be  dried 
slowly?  Which  way  gives 

them  the  best  taste?  Which 
way  preserves  in  them  the 
most  nutritional  value? 
How  long  can  they  be  stored 
after  being  dried  by  the  dif¬ 
ferent  methods?  It  was 
explained  to  the  club  that 

samples  of  differently 
dried  peanuts,  also  dif- 
varleties,  are  roasted  and 
the  roasted  peanuts  are 
given  the  taste  test  and  are 
chemically  analyzed. 

The  second)  place  the  club 
was  shown  was the  Home 


Economics  lab.  A  WC 
graduate  is  located  there; 
and  she  conducted  the  club 
on  a  tour  of  the  building. 

The  last  place  the  club 
saw  was  a  building  in  which 
experiments  on  the  stor- 
ability  of  various  foods 
were  carried  on.  Experi¬ 
ments  are  being  carried  on 
at  present  for  the  federal 
government.  The  problem 
is  how  long  food  manufac¬ 
tured  for  fallout  shelters 
and  for  rations  will  last 

under  various  conditions. 
For  this  purpose  the  build¬ 
ing  was  outfitted  with 
chambers  in  which  various 
temperatures  and  humid¬ 
ities  can  be  maintained. 
The  humidity  in  one  cham¬ 
ber  was  maintained  at  a 
hundred  per  cent  to  simu4- 

late  conditions  similar  to 
those  in  a  tropical  area. 


In  all  the  trip  provided  a 
good  insight  into  the  practi¬ 
cal  applications  of  c hem- 
try  and  into  general 
methods  of  research.  The 
trip  served  the  purpose  of 
the  Chemistry  Club  to  pro~ 
mote  interest  in  chemistry.

College  undergraduates 
have  until  Feb.  15  to  apply 
for  nine  scholarships  be¬ 
ing  offered  by  the  Institute 
of  European  Studies  as  its 
centers  in  Paris,  Vienna, 
and  Freiburg,  West  Ger¬ 
many. 

The  scholarships,  for  the 
year  1964-65,  will  be 
awarded  on  the  basis  of 
academic  achievement, 
financial  need,  and  re¬ 
commendation  by  the  ap¬ 
plicants  U.S.  college  or 
university.  They  are  in¬ 
tended  especially  for  out¬ 
standing  students  who  will 
be  juniors  next  year  in 
history,  political  science, 
international  relations,  lit¬ 
erature,  philosophy,  psy¬ 
chology,  and  German  and 
French  languages. 

One  full  and  two  partial 
scholarships  are  being 
offered  for  study  at  each 
of  the  three  centers.  The 
full  scholarships  for 
Vienna  and  Freiburg  are 
valued  at  $2,380;  that  for 
Paris  is  valued  at  $2,650. 
Partial  scholarships  at 
each  center  are  valued  at 
$1,000  and  $500. 

The  full  scholarships 
include  all  basic  costs  for 
tuition,  room,  most  meals, 
round-trip  transatlantic 
passage  from  New  York, 
and  two  field  trips  in 
Europe. 

The  Institute*s  Paris  pro¬ 
gram  includes  opportuni¬ 
ties  for  study  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Paris,  the  Insti- 
tutd*  Etudes  Politiques,  and 
other  institutes  and 
“grandes  ,'ecoles**  in 
Paris.
